NOT .LICENSED TO KILL. 


It has been urged against the act 


licensing, glove contests that _in the 
event of oae of the contestants being 
maimed or killed in tbe contest the 
person who struck the blow which re- 
sulted in the death of the other cocild 
not oe convicted of any offense under 
the statutes. Lawyers who have stud- 
ied the laws ox the State hold to tbe 
contrary opinion. 
They refer to the 


statutes of 1ST? ia which an act to 
amend an act concerning crimes and 
punishments provides that: 


1 'If any person or persons, with or 


without deadly weapons, upon previous 
concert and agreement fight one with 
the other, or give or lend, or authorize 
any other person to give or send u 
challenge verbally or in writing, to 
fight any other person, the person giv- 
ing, sending or accepting a challenge to 
fight any other person, with or without 
weapons, upon conviction thereof shall 
bs punished by imprisonment in the 
State prison not less than two years or 
more than five years; and every person 
who shall act for another in giving 
sending or accepting, either verbally or 
in writing, a challenge to fight any 
other person, upon conviction thereof 
they, or either, or any of them, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the 
State prison not loss than two years or 
more than five years. 
Should death 


ensue to any person in such fight, or 
should any person die from any in- 
juries received in such fight within 
one year and one day, the person or 
persons causing, or having any agency 
in causing anch death, either by fight- 
ing, 
or giving or sending for himself, 


or for any other person, such challenge 
to fight, shall be deemed guilty of man- 
slaughter and punished accordingly."

SHEKJIAN'S

A curious report is current in Wash- 


ington respecting the Rodriguez letter, 
which fell upon the Senate like a bomb 
when the Nicaiagna canal bill was 
under consideration. Tbe letter itself 
was a revelation of the fact that the 
government of Nicaragua has claims, 
under the (concessions made to the 
canal company, of which the Senate 
was, apparently, altogether ignorant. 


In Washington they are saying that 


Senor Rodriquez was horrified when 
be found that his letter had been 
made public. It was intended to have 
been a strictly confidential communi- 


'cation, a sort of-protest submitted to 


our government through diplomatic 
channels. It was given to S'Jcretnry 
Olney, who, it is reported, sent a copy 
of it, merely as private information, to 
the Senate Committee on foreign rela 
tions, Mr. Olney not dreaming that it 
.would reach the public. 


Mr, Sherman ia chairman of the Sen- 


ate Committe to which the copy of the 
Kodrignez letter was sent. Tie Ohio 
senator is described as having passed 
it up to the clerk's desk to be read 
"just aa if it were a memorial from a 
board of trade or a petition from some 
old soldier for an increase of his pen- 
sion."

CHANGE IX JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 


The Hamboldt delegation 
in the 


Legislature is intent, on 
having a 


judicial district of their own. Jointly 
with Washoe and Churchill, Humboldt 
now comprises the Second Judicial 
District of Nevada. The Judge resides 
inJReno and holds court in Humboldt 
monthly. He receives a salary of $5.000 
a year, of which Churchill county pays 
$350, Humboldt $1,875 and Washoe 
$2,775. In addition to the salary, the 
traveling expenses of the Judge are 
paid by the State. The Hnmboldters 
are desirous of having a resident Judge, 
and they claim that they can secure tlio 
services of the best legal talent in Cen- 
tral Nevada for $2,500 a year. Tht/y 
are willing to nuite with Lander county, 
if Lander desire''it, and form a Judicial 
District which shall embracs the two 
counties, but if Lander dissents they 
want to jjo it alone. If the change is 
made it will not affect the present 
Judges as it cannot take effect until 
January, 1899.
